Ohio could score a nationwide first in high­ 
way, safety by getting to the nub of the prob­ 
lem instead of fiddling at its fringes. 
The real threat to life and property when we 
get into our cars is not anything Ralph Nader 
h a, been talking about. 
It is not a loose nut in the steering linkage. 
It us a loose nut in the driver's seat. 
Most serious highway accidents are caused 
by repeaters. Repeaters have been ai serious 
trouble before. Their driver licenses either 
have been suspended, or should have been 
That doesn't stop them as long as they have 
wheels and engines. They can dive as fast 
without a driver license as w,th one. They can 
guzzle as much booze and scoff at laws for 
highway safety with as much insolence. 
Its not their driver license they should worry 
about when they get into scrapes. It’s their 
auto tags. Without tags, they’re grounded. 
Ohio could be the first major state to enact a 
workable law to lift auto tags when a driver 
lases his right to drive. 
Its legislators could quit fooling with propos­ 
als to inspect the vehicle, the driver and spoor 


in the vicintiy of deer-crossing signs and buckle 
down to the prosaic job of taking wheels and 
engines away from chronic smashers and kill­ 
ers. 


And what would happen to innocent people 
who might need the cars whose tags had been 
lifted while the miscreant was grounded? The 
cars could be fitted out with a temporary tag 


of conspicuous design at the discretion of th* 
court and the motor vehicle registrar 
Thi* 
would authorize its use by other drivers, who 
would be taider police observation because of 
those special tags. 


In Minnesota, where this has been tried, it 
was learned most people avoided the stigma of 
the special tags and didn t apply for them. 
Ohio can do much toward getting rid at 
highway drunks and scofflaws. 


Take away their wheels and enginej. 
We would be surprised at the sudden im­ 
provement of their behavior if they knew this 
could be done if they knew there was a law 
to do it and traffic court judges with gumption 
enough to do it. 


Beating the Crime Racket 


President Johnson has based his crim e con­ 
trol program on the assumption Congress will 
come through with about $350 million to help 
finance state and local efforts in the next two 
years. 
Just how the money is to be spent will he 
under discussion during the two-day National 
Conference on Crime Control opening in Wash­ 
ington today. 
More than 500 law enforcement officials, pro­ 
fessors, state legislators and judges will under­ 
take to locate the best methods for implement­ 
ing recommendations by the National Crime 
Commission. 
It is a huge task. The commission’s 352-paga 
report is cram m ed with statistics and its re­ 
commendations (more than 200) range from al­ 
coholism to development of a national strategy 
to fight organized crime. 
When dealing with a problem the size of 
crim e in the United States, it is easy to pin­ 
point a single area and argu that its eradica­ 
tion will bring the downfall of crime. 
Some people are saying prevention is the 
only sure method of wiping out crime. W hit 
the a rt asking for in effect is a police state. 


Even then, there still would be crim e; and the 
real restrictions would be binding the rights of 
unoffending citizens. 
Others are critical of punishment methods. 
They feel our penal set up is oriented toward 
containment instead of rehabilitation 
Ex-eon» 
without m arketable skills turned loose in a hos­ 
tile society account for a large percentage of 
our crime, they say. 
Others are accusing law enforcement agen­ 
cies of falling behind the times by failure to 
m ake use of new techniques and equipment. 
The finger also is pointed at the public for not 
providaig enough funds for a realistic police 
force and adequate training. 
They propose Washington leadership in devel­ 
oping modern techniques basd on FBI prac­ 
tices and using data processing and system s 
analysis for local and state agencies. 
The variety of cures should be the tipoff for 
the crime controllers. 
An effective solution 
m ust encomnass all the areas, 
An 
all-out offensive 
aimed 
at 
prevention 
through modem methods, apprehension of of­ 
fenders and purposeful rehabilitation would bs 
the quickest way to get results. 


QBC Blessing In Disguise 


Politics being what it is, leaders of the Ohio 
Democratic party have chosen to throw road­ 
blocks into the path of a May 2 vote on the 
Ohio Bond Commission (OBC) proposal. 


Their court suits, filed in Stark, Franklin and 
Butler counties and threatened elsewhere, are 
being accepted now by Republican leaders as 
perhaps a blessing in disguise, because they 
hope for a quick ruling from the Ohio Supreme 
Court that would settle the issue. 
The Richland County Board of Elections at 
Mansfield voted to exclude the OBC vote from 
its May 2 prim ary ballots. Atty. Gen. Saxbe 
countered immediately by asking the Ohio Su­ 
prem e Court to compel the board to issue bal­ 
lots. 


not so much against the proposal as they are 
against Gov. Rhodes’ initiation of the idea and 
the likelihood that he will receive the lion’* 
share of the credit. 


The Ohio General Assembly voted—with th# 
support of some Democratic legislators, by the 
way — to lay the OBC proposal before the vot­ 
ers as a constitutional amendment. 


WHATEVER the court rules in the Richland 
County case should hold throughout the state 
and thus bring a final decision in time for the 
May vote. 


THE ASSEMBLY’S action was not an enact­ 
ment of OBC. It was simply to give Ohioans a 
chance to decide. 
Some people seem to forget this point. If th* 
voters want OBC. they will say so on their bal­ 
lots. If they don’t want it, they will kill i t 
It’s as simple as that. 
The Democrats are not in popular position 
by throwing roadblocks. Let them oppose OBC 
if they wish. But let's have no more interfer­ 
ence with the people’s privilege of deciding 
what they want Ohio to do. 


The OBC plan is to permit issuance of bonds, 
up to an annual limit, for various Ohio capital 
improvements. It was proposed by Gov. Rhodes 
and met with enthusiasm in many quarters. 
The Democrats’ bitter opposition to the state­ 
wide vote rouses the suspicion that they are

NEW YORK: — Loud and clear, an old­ 
fashioned trum pet call has just sounded through 
the nation’s fire houses by leaders of 10,000 of 
this city’s firefighters who crisply warn they 
will not answer conflagration 
alarm s if they strike. 
And they do plan to strike. 
This trumpet call is. in ef­ 
fect, a blunt appeal to over 
100,000 other firemen in sta­ 
tions 
ranging 
from 
Puerto 
Rico to the edge of Vancou­ 
ver — for the junking of their 
international 
u n i o n ’s 
49- 
year-old “ no-stnke” clause in 
their constitution. 
vlrtM m „ ri 
Perhaps they know not what they say. Per­ 
haps the rebel yells which returned the trum ­ 
pet calls well up from ‘‘the younger generation 
of m en” such as those who struck in Atlanta, 
Ga., twice last summer. 


But it does sound like they’re saying they’ll 
not race out to burning buildings and homes. 
This call is not just the blast of angry men 
caught up in some overheated collective bar­ 
gaining with a city which has a force of fire­ 
men bigger than many national armies these 
days. 


It is the bolstering of the demands made 
over the past eight months by some mighty 
red-hots inside the International Assn of Fire 
Fighters (IA FF), AFL-CIO, the New Yorkers 
parent union. 
PRESSURE from this big city force and 
especially, I’m told, from the Buffalo, N.Y., de­ 
partm ent, has resulted in the creation of a 
nine-man commission by the IAFF to take “a 
fresh look at our union’s entire realm of nego­ 
tiating procedures including the questions of 
whether changes in our traditional 
no-strike’ 
policy should be seriously considered,” accord­ 
ing to president Bill Buck. 
And the commission has been seriously con­ 
sidering it for months now under the chairm an­ 
ship 
of 
George 
Harrison 
(AFL-CIO 
vice­ 
president) and the vice-chairmanship of Father 
Philip J. Carey, a most level-headed specialist 
in Iabor-management relations in civil service. 
The commission, of course, has outsiders on 
I t In addition to Father Carey there is Percy 
Bugbee, general manager of the National Fire 
Protection Assn. of Boston, Mass. 
Bill Buck, himself a former fire captain in 
St. Lx>uis, conjured up the commission idea 
shortly after the tough Atlanta strikes. Last 
sum m er some 500 firefighters in an independ­ 
ent union hit the bricks, sent their wives onto 
the picket line and kept their children from the 
schools because there was such danger from 
fires after the men quit. 
THE CITY struck back — hard. The men 
were suspended. New cadres were hired 
And 
after the smoke cleared, the force which went 
back to work did mighty well in pay hikes and 


longer fringes. 
Immediately tha cry sounded in the fire 
houses across the country — some men suf­ 
fered, but look what a strike accomplished 
Bill Buck and his colleagues appointed the 
commission, saying that this “new generation 
of m en” just don’t want to work the long hours 
for the kind of pay earned in thousands of mu­ 
nicipalities.. 
Just last March 15 and 16, the commission 
met in Washington s Hotel Statler. They heard 
strike talk — and such alternatives as compul­ 
sory arbitration. 
They are moving slowly, but a hot wind 
blows on them. 
The heat is on from the big forces 
There 
have been strikes in Lansing, Mich . St. Louis, 
Kansas City and two Ohio cities, Warren and 
Struthers, as well as Atlanta. 
Certainly, Bill Buck says: 
“ Meanwhile the continuing policy of the IAFF 
Will be against strikes or work stoppages under 
any guise by its m em bers.” 
This has not discouraged the huge New York 
force. Its leaders say they can strike (and at a 
recent membership rally, one heard the shout* 
of "Burn. baby, burn” ) though the national pol­ 
icy is against such awesome walkouts. 
"AS A UNION our voluntary acceptance of a 
'no-strike 
clause” said a recent editorial in 
Trumpet, the New York firefighters union pub­ 
lication, “ has proved our greatest weakness 
when the bargaining becomes tough. Both the 
City and Fire Dept, know we have a *no-stnke’ 
clause and whether openly or subtly, they used 
it to their advantage and our disadvantage. 
"When we view the gains made by transit, 
nurses, doctors, sanitation and welfare through 
strike action we must pause and think how 
foolish we have been to disarm ourselves so 
thoroughly. 
“There is at this very time a study being 
conducted by our international union in regard 
to the “ no-strike” clause. From our experience 
we know what answer we will be seeking." 
If they do get the “ answer” they want, tha 
public may forget the ghastliness of the trade, 
and roar in retort. 
Let there be justice to these men of such a 
dangerous pursuit. But the public is not tor 
burning.

DAVID LAWRENCE 
Amending 
Constitution 


Efforts are being made by some memb rs ol 
Congress to block calling a national convention 
of the states to amend the Constitution. 


The reasons given are not persuasive and! 
can be brushed aside by the courts. 


It is claimed, for instance, by Sen. VV 
ani 
Proxmire, D-Wis , that Congress must rejt 
na 
illegal the petition* by 26 of the 32 state egis] 
latures which have called for a constitu .nail 
convention. 


The argument is made that only six of Lie 31 
states were apportioned constitutionally «• th i 
time they approved a resolution asking Con­ 
gress to call a convention. 


The U S Supreme Court has held. In the ani 
of Texas Vs. White, that acts arising out of an 
unlawful government would be considered val­ 
id. The court said: 


“ Acta necessary to peace and good order 
among citizens . . . must be regarded, in gen­ 
eral, as valid when proceeding from an a c u d 
though unlawful government.” 


If the legislatures of the states which haw 
not been apportioned in accordance with re en 
court decisions were .suddenly held to be unlaw 
fu then the 25th Amendment to the Constituent 
on presidential succession, adopted this year, 
would be invalid. At least 15 of the state legis 
latures which participated in ratification of th< 
25th Amendment would have to be declared 
illegal. 


In answering Sen. Proxmire's attack on IN 
validity of the resolution adopted by some ol 
the state legislatures-because they had not ye 
been p r o p e r l y reapportioned -Sen Everett 
Dirksen, Republican leader, said bluntly: 


That doesn t make them illegal 
lf thej 
were, then ever)' one of their acta would bl 
illegal.” 


Most widely publicized objection to the calling 
of the convention is one which claims Congresi 
need not obey the request of the state legisia- 
lures and can make certain requirements con­ 
cerning selection of delegates and raise bar 
Tiers. 


Best rebuttal to this is to be found in “Tin 
Federalist No. 85," in which Alexander Harm! 
ton discussed the same point. 


He declared that, whenever two-thirds of tin 
states concur in their requests for a constitu­ 
tional convention, the national government hai 
"no option upon the subject.” 
He added: 


"By the fifth article of the plan (the Consti­ 
tution i, the Congress will be obliged 'on the ap 
plication of the legislatures of two thirds of th* 
states 
to 
call 
a 
convention 
for 
proposing 
amendments, 
which 
shall be valid, 
to all 
intents and purposes, as part at the Conal it uJ 
tion, 
when 
ratified 
by 
the 
legislatures 
ol 
three-fourths of the states, or by conventions ti 
three-fourths thereof.' 


“The words of this article are peremptory, 
The Congress ‘shall call a convention.’ Nothing 
in this particular is left to the discretion ol 
that body.” 


Pressure for calling a constitutional conven­ 
tion is increasing. Recent Supreme Court deci­ 
sions interpreting the Constitution in a manner 
which has been widely disapproved are only is 
part responsible for the rise in public protests. 
The people are will mg to have the lower 
house apportioned solely on the basis of popula­ 
tion, but they want the right to use other factors 
in 
apportioning 
membership 
in 
the 
upper 
house so that each district—irrespective of po­ 
pulation — will have an equal number of 
representatives in the state senate. This princi­ 
ple of “checks and balances” has endured 
since the beginning of the Republic. 
Congress either will have to go alung with 
public opinion and pass a single amendment on 
the subject or agree to call a constitutional 
convention in which other amendments can also 
be offered. 
It would seem to be more practical for Con­ 
gress to meet public sentiment by adopting a 
new amendment that gives the states the same 
right of apportionment of their upper housa 
that is given to the U.S. Senate in the Constitu­ 
tion itself.
